Group I, claims 45 - 47 and 51-53, drawn to an anisotropically conductive sheet. 

Group II, claims 48 - 50 and 54 - 59, drawn to a process for producing an anisotropically 
conductive sheet. 

Group III, claims 60 - 66, drawn to probe for circuit inspection. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the product as claimed can be made by a materially 
different process such as a process without using conductive particles dispersed in a polymeric 
substance-forming material and curing step. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the combination (Group III) 
as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
subcombination could use a finger tester and subcombination (Group I) has separate utility such 
as without using a circuit board.
